Let’s Face Facts! 


The basic reason for being in business, whether small or one involving 
millions is — — — PROFIT! 


Everyone in the Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn business is concerned 
with anticipating is expecting: PROFIT. If that six letter word 
does not materialize, if it is not upcoming, if the lack of it develops, a major 
problem suddenly appears on the horizon and serious consequences draw 
near. We buy and we sell. We buy at the other fellows Point of Sale and we 
sell at our Point of Sale. 


The Point of Sale is very intriguing—it involves, at least two people— 
the buyer and the seller. The buyer must have a desire for the product and 
the seller have the product available. The greater the desire of the buyer, the 
greater the opportunity of the seller to make a profit. To reach a “point of 
sale” several methods are used by a prospective seller. Millions are spent by 
major companies in all lines of business to create a desire for the product to 
be sold. Advertising, market research, surveys, and promotion are but a few of 
the major facets designed to create desire in the buyer. When this desire be- 
comes strong enough the prospective buyer starts looking around and event- 
ually is mentally prepared for a “point of sale.” 


Efforts are being made by the National Association, State Associations 
and regional associations to create a desire for Shorthorns and Polled Short- 
horns but the end result, sooner or later, a “point of sale” is in the making, a 
meeting between you, the breeder and the prospective buyer. It depends upon 
the breeder to change the prospect to a ‘buyer’. 


The National Association has invested thousands of dollars in brochures, 
pamphlets, promotional material, and items designed to help create desire in a 
propective buyer. These sale aids are available to help individuals set up 
that point of sale. Many breeders request that these be sent to prospects and 
have sent name and addresses to the Association. The Association writes a 
personal letter and sends out the material. A great number of breeders have 
then followed up with the prospective buyer and turned that prospect into 
a buyer. 


There’s an old saying, “if you want to make sales, you’ve gotta make 
calls.” The breeder who makes sales also makes calls and contacts. Even though 
the Shorthorn is the best beef breed in the world the prospective buyer does 
not and will not beat a path to your door. An all out effort must be made by 
the various individuals banded together in national, state, and regional associ- 
ations to create the desire in prospective buyers which will culminate in a 
“Point of Sale”’—the individual breeder. However, the breeder cannot just sit 
and wait for the prospect to pound on the door demanding a Shorthorn or 
Polled Shorthorn (it would be fine it it worked that way, but it doesn’t). 


A sales campaign based upon the animals available for sale must be 
undertaken. Individual effort is demanded. As an example: Within a radius 
of 30 miles from your base of operations hundreds of non-Shorthorns are being 
raised. Every place is a prospect. So you talk up Shorthorns. When some 
interest is shown you write to the PR department of the National Association 
asking that promotional material be sent to the person and/or persons inter- 
ested. A letter and material will be sent and you will be advised it has been 
sent. A desire may be created in the individual. 


This procedure is not pulled out of thin air—it has been and is being 
worked by a great number of breeders. Recently, the fourth letter came to 
the PR department from the same breeder with more names and addresses— 
sales had come about as a result of the breeder’s follow up of the first three 
letters. He is showing a—profit—as a result of a good sales program and being 
the “point of sale” when the desire was greatest. 


The continued success of each breeder means stronger state and national 
associations. If the national association, the state associations, and the individ- 
uall breeder all communicate we can coordinate and cooperate so that the 
individual “Point of Sale” keeps growing and expanding and Shorthorns con- 
tinue the steady increase as evidenced during the past few years.

3. Report to the American Shorthorn Association of 
the death of a bull must be prompt, stating actual 
date the bull died.

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From the Desk of... 


EXECUTIVE SECRETARY, 
AMERICAN SHORTHORN ASSOCIATION 


The Board of Directors met in 
Omaha on schedule Feb. 10 in spite 
of the worst snow storm of the year 
to hit the mid-west. At this meeting 
resolutions presented by the various 
committees to the board at the an- 
nual meeting in Denver were consid- 
ered and final action by the board 
taken on several. The committees 
submitting resolutions were: 

Standard Guarantee & Artificial 
Insemination; Shows & Fairs—Uni- 
form Judging; Imports; Junior Activi- 
ties; Classification & Performance 
Test; and Shorthorn News. 

It was found that, as lalst year, 
the committees had worked hard 
and had presented many thoughts 
concerned with our breed and associ- 
ation improvement. 

After careful and studied consid- 
eration of the recommendations made 
by the committees, the board decid- 
ed: 

The recommendation that the 
maximum age for the lowest registra- 
tion fee be changed from 6 to 9 
months for the animal recorded was 
not accepted. However, the board 
kept the question open for further 
consideration and stated that addi- 
tional study will be made and investi- 


gations continued as to the merits of 
such change. 


The Association’s Junior activities 
program was thoroughly discussed 
and the board recommended the pro- 
gram be expanded. Sherman Berg, 
Junior Activities Director, was in- 
structed to work out details of Junior 
awards to be made on a county, state 
and national level. It is hoped that 
plans can be consumated to make a 
substantial award to the national 
winner. 

Junior members were limited to 5 
artificially conceived calves annually 
provided American Shorthorn Asso- 
ciation permission is granted before 
the Junior breeds his heifer or cow. 
The board voted to recommend to 
all shows and fairs all Junior heifers 
be permitted to show in open class 
competition. 

The standard guarantee as recom- 
mended by the Association was given 
a thorough study and it was decided 
that an addition would be added 
which reads: 


“When a buyer returns a bull as a 
non-breeder he must furnish to the 
seller a veterinarian’s certificate 
showing that the herd is healthy if 
such a certificate is required by the 
seller. 

When a bull is returned as a non- 
breeder a purchaser may not record 
any cattle by him. Upon receipt of a 
statement of both buyer and seller 
that a bull has been returned as non- 
breeder the transfer of ownership to 
that buyer will be cancelled by the 
American Shorthorn Association.” 

The board also decided that any 
bull whose semen is used after Jan- 
uary 1, 1965 must have a blood type 
on record with the Association in 
order that the calves be registered. 
Applilcation for blood typing should 
be submitted to the American Short- 
horn Association, Omaha, Nebraska. 
And the resolution to increase trans- 
fer fees $1.00 per head was discussed 
then tabled as the board agreed this 
change would affect each and every 
member and before any action is 
made a poll of the membership 
should be taken in the near future 
and further study made after the poll 
is completed. 


Allen Creek Wins 
Permanent Possession 
of Van Natta Trophy 


Craigeassie Pennsylvania won per- 
manent possession of the Van Natta 
Trophy for Allen Creek of Liberty, 
Indiana. O. B. Creek, the father of 
Allen Creek, won the trophy in 1938; 
Allen Creek and his family won it in 
1963, and again in 1964 with a score 
of 1350 points, the highest score ever 
made in winning the Trophy. 


The Indiana Gold Medal Calf Club 
originated in 1937. Mr. Jack Van 
Natta of Lafayette offered a suitable 
trophy to be given each year to the 
owner of the high scoring sire whose 
calves scored the most points. The 
trophy had to be won three times to 
become permanent possession of any 
breeder. That is why we feel so hon- 
ored to have gained it permanently 
after all the Indiana breeders of 
every breed competed. 


To make a calf eligible it must be 
Indiana owned and entered by Feb- 
ruary 15. Then the bull and steer 
calves must make a minimum daily 
gain of two pounds plus 70 pounds 
birth weight and heifers a gain of one 
and a half pounds average to be 
weighed during July to be eligible to 
compete in Gold Medal shows. Points 
are counted on one county, one dis- 
trict show and the state show which 
is held at the State Fair. Gold, silver, 
and bronze are given if there are four 
or multiples in a class and get-of-sire 
class counts twice that of an individ- 
ual class. Two entries per exhibitor 
is all that may count points per class. 


In the 28 year history of the In- 
diana Gold Medal Calf Club the fol-

In accepting permanent possession 
of the Van Natta Trophy, Allen 
Creek stated he felt honored to have 
gained permanent possession after 
the intense competition from Indiana 
breeders. He also stated that perhaps 
breeders should take advantage of 
the record made in this interbreed 
contest where Shorthorns have made 
an excellent record. 


Nationwide Recognition of Shorthorn and 
Polled Shorthorn Pioneers Now in Progress 


“For Meritorious Service to Short- 
horns since (date).” So reads the in- 
scription on placques honoring Short- 
horn and Polled Shorthorn pioneers 
who have been in business fifty or 
more years. The awards are being 
made by the American Shorthorn 
Association in cooperation with State 
Associations. 


The first awards were made at the 
Pennsylvania Shorthorn Breeders As- 
sociation’s annual meeting, February 
10th, at Waynesburg, Pa., to Lazear 
Eisiminger and Charles Cummins, 
both of Waynesburg, Pa. 


Placques have been awarded to 48 
breeders in Pennsylvania, Oregon, 
Washington, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Missouri, Illinois, and Iowa. Arrange- 
ments have been made to present 
awards in Minnesota, March 29 and 
in Kansas March 31. 


In Iowa where awards were made 
at the annual banquet in Des Moines, 
February 22nd, winter winds howled 
and twisted the swirling snow in icy 
patterns that had no respect for shiv- 
ering and half-blinded pedestrians 
who dared to venture out into the 
storm.

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present and that past took precedent 
over all as individuals received 
awards for their work in keeping the 
Shorthorn breed alive during depres- 
sions, good times, floods, fires, beau- 
tiful Iowa springs, hot growing sum- 
mers, wonderful harvest falls, and 
winter storms such as raged outside 
as the awards were made. 


When Iowa State Association Pres- 
ident Robert Johnson of Latimer 
turned the key which changed the 
talk from Shorthorns to that which 
told of the individuals behind the 
Shorthorn movement eyes misted and 
clouded with memories of by gone 
years. 


A portion of a letter was read that 
was sent by a 78 year old young man 
who had requested that he be listed 
as the “son”. 


He wrote: “Father never was a 
BIG breeder—foremost in the show 
and sale rings, but always, fair weath- 
er or foul—first, A MAN, then a 
breeder—but of integrity in each. 
Final rites were held for him on a 
raw, chilly November afternoon while 
snow flakes and dead leaves swirled 
about the little country church— 
while he was a modest man, deprecat- 
ing public opinion although ever ac- 
tive in community affairs, I can easily 
imagine the wry smile that would 
spread over his face if he knew a 
placque had been given in memory 
and appreciation of his 77 year old 
heard of Shorthorns, of which he had

she now lives on and of the many 
joys and fond memories of working 
with her beloved Polled Shorthorns. 


George Struve, 78, Manning, Iowa, 
who first brought Shorthorns to his 
farm in 1901, was the center of at- 
tention as he exhibited a picture tak- 
en 49 years ago (to the day) of the 
Iowa Shorthorn Breeders Association. 
His son, Glen, showed the Grand 
Champion bull at the Iowa Royal the 
following day and his granddaughter, 
Linda, is the Iowa Shorthorn Lassie 
Queen.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 
Dear Mr. Swisher: 


This bull has quite a story behind 
him. He was bought for $400.00 from 
the University of Kentucky six years 
ago. His name is U. K. Frostproof 
and is out of Louada Forger. He got 
the name Frostproof because he was 
born in a snow bank on the Univ. of 
Ky. Coldstream Farm. When he was 
taken to the Knob Creek Stock Farm 
he was lent to a Mr. Chester Howard 
to breed to ten heifers because they 
were using an aged bull named Alme-. 
hurst Hurdsman who had been purch- 
ased from Henry Knight of Lexing- 
ton. He bred five of the heifers and 
then Mr. Howard decided to breed 
the rest of the heifers to a horned 
Hereford bull. 


This is when Almehurst Hurdsman 
was sold and the young bull, U. K. 
Frostproof, placed in the herd of 
sixty-five hereford cows. He has pas- 
ture bred these cows for the last five 
years with 100% calf crop each 
year. The only calf that was lost in 
the last five years was one that came 
backwards and wasn’t found till the 
calf was dead and one cow had a 
calf on a bank and it fell in a creek. 
That’s only two lost calves out of 
325 calves and usually about ten of 
those that calve each year are heif- 
ers. 


When Mr. Howard’s heifer began 
to calve, his first five Shorthorn & 
Hereford calves came with no trouble 
at all. He lost his next five in a row 
out of the Hereford bull. The calves 
raised on the Knob Creek Farm are 
sold at the feeder calf sale at Louis- 
ville, Ky., each year and the men 
who get them always want more.

The cows being used are just com- 
mon Hereford cows and I might say 
not very good ones at that. The cows 
are run on pasture during the sum- 
mer and winter and hay is hauled to 
the field. This bull and these cows 
have never been in a barn during 
the winter. The bull stays with the 
cows at all times and all they get to 
eat during the winter is Lespedeza 
and fescue hay. 


While I was teaching at Park City, 
Ky., I brought two boys to the Knob 
Creek Stock Farm and bought two 
bull calves. The better of the two 
was saved for a bull by Bill Chase of 
Park City. This bull calf was placed 
in a herd of about twenty Hereford 

- cows with an aged Hereford bull. I 
saw this boy the other day and they 
said all they have gotten so far have 
been red calves. 


The other calf was bought by Von 
Parsley of Park City, Ky, to be fed 
out for the carcass contest with four 
Angus. This calf was out of one of 
the more common cows. The other 
boys kidded him because the calf 
wasn’t as close to the ground as the 
Angus calves and he sold it to a man. 
He thought it over and gave the man 
five dollars and kept the calf. He 
was fed out to about 1000 Ibs., and 
shown a first at Glasgow, Ky. He was 
then taken to Bowling Green, Ky., to 
be killed and judged by expert sev- 
eral packing companies in Louisville 
and the University of Ky. He was 
the top carcass calf killed out of 
about two hundred calves shown.

My Great Grandfather, Thomas 
Kirker, settled on this farm in 1793. 
My Grandfather, George S. Kirker, 
continued on the farm until 1879. 
There was then around 800 acres 
which was divided among his chil- 
dren. My father, William, owned the 
farm from 1880 to 1921. I, Charles 
S. Kirker, took over management of 
the farm in 1912, ownership in 1921. 
There is now 250 acres which has 
been in the Kirker name since 1793. 


It is known now as the Kirkwood 
Farm. Most of the buildings are more 
than 100 years old, a large home, one 
part stone, was built in 1805. The 
sixth generation is living on the farm 
today. 


The first registered Shorthorns 
were purchased from the Abram Ren- 
ick Importations by my Grandfather, 
George Kirker. He also purchased 
from a Shorthorn Cattle Company 
which held sales at Mays Lick, Ken- 
tucky from 1867 to 1868. With the 
exception of a few years during my 
Father’s operation there was only 
registered Shorthorns, but a good 
grade herd was maintained, using 
only registered sires. 


Only Shorthorns have been pro- 
duced on this farm since. I started 
producing in 1912. I made my first 
purchase from Thomas Nelson, Hills- 
boro, Ohio and S. A. Dunlap, Wil- 
liamsport, Ohio and G. M. Roude- 
bush, Newtonsville, Ohio, all top 
breeders of Southern Ohio at that 
time. We now have 85 head in the 
herd. Our Herd Sire is a Grand Son 
of Troubadour and our Junior Herd 
Sire is a Grand Son of U. K. Lode- 
star.

The 
championships can be determined aft- 
er the show ring is filled—and over- 
flowing. 


Our cheering section is sadly de- 
pleted. When the crowd is yelling it- 
self hoarse for “our side” we will at 
least get attention and attention is 
the first step toward successful sales- 
manship. Think of the millions of 
dollars spent today by leading adver- 
tisers for “attention compellers.” The 
procedure still is (1) STOP! (2) 
LOOK! (3) LISTEN! You can’t sell 
a man while he is running away from 
you. When he looks he must see “an 
eye popper.” Then and not until then 
is he ready for “tenderizing.” SHORT- 
HORNS will do much to help sell 
themselves—if they are given the 
opportunity. 


Our cattle are what we have made 
them. They are almost entirely de- 
pendent upon us. We selected them: 
mated them: cared for them at birth: 
fed and fitted them. Have we no 
pride in our workmanship? Have we 
ceased to be BREEDERS and de- 
generated into mere TRAFFICK- 
ERS, bickering with the crowd in 
the market place?
